Whenever a sto ry ts published which to 
sufficiently o ut o f the o rdinary to cause it 
to rise abo ve medio crity , so me hy percrit­ 
ical reviewer to certain to write that the 
tale to no t o nly impro vable, but Impo ssi­ 
ble.

Searvaut haa been indicted for his crime, 
and his trial will probably develop the 
true facts of the shooting , but the circum­ 
stance« under which the young er Chap­ 
man waa married are worthy of note.

deru’* company. There he met Cora Kapp, 
a comparative stag e novice, who bad been 
g enerally known in Cincinnati as a choir 
sing er and afterward as “ the pretty cig ar 
g irl'' of one of the hotel stands.

The remains o f Mrs. Edward Andrews 
were taken to Mankato , and fro m there 
to St. Peter and buried at Greenwo o d 
Cemetery o n Wednesday mo rning. 
Tho se o f the o ther victim, Miss Lillie 
Wallace, were sent to Minneapo lis fo r 
interment. 
The fate o f bo th iadiee 
was a ho rrible o ne to co ntemplate, but 
there is a peculiar sadneee in regard 
to the death o f Mias Wallace that 
caused many a tear to co me unbidden. 
She was the seventeen y ear-o ld daugh­ 
ter o f a wido wed mo ther, a beautiful 
y o ung wo man and the main suppo rt 
o f her mo ther's family , there being 
two y o unger children. Her mo ther 
was in straightened circumstances and 
in po o r health, and while th&vmmg 
wo man was receiving but $5 per wo ek 
salary , as maid fo r the unfo rtunate 
lady with who m she met her death, 
she managed to send ho me th# greater 
part o f this amo unt to keep the family 
fro m want, she, herself, go ing witho ut 
the necessaries o f life to do so . 
The 
day befo re the fatal accident o ccurred 
•he had written her mo ther that she 
expected to be able to send 15 as so o n 
as she reached Grand Fo rks with 
which to buy co al, and while the 
mo ther lo o ked fo r the remittance that 
was actually necessary to keep the 
little ho me warm, came the cruel 
j news that her daughter had been 
’ burned to death in the railro ad dis- 
I aster. 
The sho ck was so great that 
i her mo ther’s life was despaired o f. 
i Kind friends, when they learned the 
state o f affairs, lent willinghandsand 
a subscriptio n o f several hundred 
do llars was raised fo r the d^titute 
! family , but while the neeewariea o f 
life were supplied and pro visio ns 
made fo r the future, no earthly hand 
co uld 
pm# that met her’s aching 
heart. 
Many o f tho se who were injured in 
the wreck have so far reco vered as to 
be abo ut the ho tel lo bby and even o ut 
o f do o rs. 
Mr. Ed. Andrew» , the pen 
tleman who se wife was killed, and who 
was so pro strated as to be unable to 
acco mpany the remains to their last 
resting place, was o ut y esterday . Mis» 
Jo y , the mo st severely burned o f any 
o f the survivo rs, is still quite ill. but 
we are info rmed by her phy sicianthat 
she will reo uvc r. 
Luckily no n 
tho se serio usly injured were burned 
abo ut the face, and few received their 
injuries when the car o verturned. 
It is no w generally accepted that 
the two unfo rtunate ladies who were 
cremated, never knew t|je ho rrible 
ago mee o f death that they wo uld have 
experienced had they been co nscio us 
o f what was go ing o n abo ut them. It 
is tho ught that they were either 
stunned o r killed when the car turned 
o ver, as their bo dies lay side by side 
and parts o f the co vering o f the bed 
was wrapped aro und bo th o f them 
when their remains were taken fro m 
beneath the wreck o n Friday mo rn­ 
ing. 
Mr. Andrews say s the railro ad co m­ 
pany has do ne every thingin its po wer 
to make the members o f the tro upe 
co mfo rtable, and he has but the kind­ 
liest feeling and wo rds fo r them and 
their agents. 
General Claim Agent 
Fo rd arrived o n Saturday last and 
has settled the perso nal damages with 
many o f them, altho ugh so me o f the 
mo re serio usly injured are no t dis­ 
po sed to settle until they see what the 
o utco me will be, and it is pro bable 
that the matter will co st the railro ad 
co mpany a very co nsiderable sum. 
Very liberal settlements have been 
made with tho se who felt so dispo sed, 
as high as $250 and $300 lx>ing paid 
to so me. 
Besides this the railro ad co mpany 
co mpletely re clo thed the tro upe, ex­ 
pending pro bably $2,000 in do ing so . 
They were allo wed to purchase what 
suited them, the gents’ underwear, 
sho es and hats being bo ught at Geo . 
N. Day ’s, suits at Campbell & Smith’s, 
and o verco ats nt B. M. West fall’s, 
while the ladies’ wants were supplied 
at Co hen's. 
The railro ad co mpany 
pay s all ho tel bills until the tro upe is 
re-o rganized, which we are info rmed 
will be o s so o n as po ssible under the 
circumstances, and in all pro bability 
in this city . 
In that case the o pening 
play will take place here, and it go es 
witho ut say ing that the o pera ho use 
wo uld no t have seating eapacity to 
acco mmo date tho se who wo uld desire 
to attend.

Injured will all Recover 
The terrible wreck of a week ego 
this morning is still fresh in ths minds 
of mauy people, especially those who 
were occupants of the car which was 
overturned on that fatal occasion. 
The remains of Mrs. Edward Andrews 
were taken to Mankato, and from there 
to St. Peter and buried at Greenwood 
Cemetery on Wednesday morning 
Those of the other victim, Miss Lillie 
Wallace, were sent to Minneapolis for 
interment. The fate of both ladies 
was a horrible one to contemplate, but 
there is a peculiar sadness in regard 
to the death of Miss Wallace that 
caused many a tear to come unbidden. 
She was the seventeen year-old daugh­ 
ter of r widowed mother, a beautiful 
young woman ami the main support 
of her mother’s family, there being 
two younger children. Her mother 
was in straightened circumstances and 
in poor health, and while tb& young 
woman was receiving but 95 per week 
salary, as maid for the unfortunate 
lady with whom she met her death, 
she managed to send home th# greater 
part of this amount to keep the family 
from want, she, herself, going vrithout 
the necessaries of life to do so. The 
day before the fatal accident occurred 
she had written her mother that she 
expected to be able to send 95 as soon 
as she reached Grand Forks with 
which to buy coal, and while the 
mother looked for the remittance that 
was actually necessary to keep the 
little home warm, came the cruel 
news that her daughter had been 
burned to death in the railroad dis­ 
aster. The shock was so great that 
her mother’s life was despaired of. 
Kind friends, when they learned the 
state of affairs, lent willing hands and 
a subscription of several hundred 
dollars was raised for the destitute 
family, but while the necessaries of 
life were supplied and provisions 
made for the future, no earthly hand 
could *ase that met fieri s aching 
heart. 
Many of those who were injured in 
the wreck have so far recovered as to 
be about the hotel lobby and even out 
of doors. Mr. Ed. Andrews, the een- 
tleman whoee wife was killed, and who 
was so prestrsted ss to be unable to 
accompany ths remains to their last 
resting place, was out yesterday. Miss 
Joy, the most severely burned of any 
of the survivors, is still quite ill, but 
we are informed by ber physician that 
she will reoovi-r. 
luckily 
those seriously injured were burned 
about the face, and few received their 
injuries when the car overturned. 
It is now generally accepted that 
the two unfortunate ladies who were 
cremated, never knew the horrible 
agonies of death that they would have 
experienced had they been conscious 
of what was going on about them. It 
is thought that they were either 
stunned or killed when the car turned 
over, as their bodies lay side by side 
and parts of the covering of the be* I 
was wrapped around both of them 
when their remains were taken from 
beneath the wreck on Friday morn­ 
ing- 
, 
Mr. Andrews says the railroad com­ 
pany has done everything in its power 
to make the members of the troupe 
comfortable, and ho has but the kind­ 
liest feeling and words for them and 
their agents. General Claim Agent 
Ford arrived on Saturday last and 
has settled the personal damages with 
many of them, although some of the 
more seriously injured are not dis­ 
posed to settle until they see what the 
outcome will be, aud it is probable 
that the matter will cost the railroad 
company a very considerable sum. 
"Very liberal settlements have been 
made with those who felt so disposed, 
as high as $250 and 9300 tieing paid 
to some. 
Besides this the railroad company 
completely re clothed the troupe, ex­ 
pending probably 92,000 in doing so. 
They were allowed to purchase what 
suited them, the gents’ underwear, 
shoes and fiats being bought at ( too. 
N. Day’s, snits at Campbell & Smith's, 
and overcoats nt K. M. Westfall's, 
while the ladies’ wants were supplied 
at Cohen’s. 
The railroad company 
pays all hotel bills until the troupe is 
re-organized, which we are informed 
will be as soon as possible under tho 
circumstances, and in all probability 
in this city. 
In that case the opening 
play will take place here, and it goes 
without saying that the opera house 
would not have seating capacity to 
accommodate those who would desire 
to attend. 
A coroner’s inquest was held over 
the remains of Mrs. Andrews and Miss 
Wallace on Saturday afternoon, at 
which time the following verdict was 
rendered: 
“We, the jury, from the facts pre­ 
sented and the evidence submitted, 
find that Mrs. Edward Andrews and 
Miss Lillie Wallace came to their 
deaths by the derailment of a sleep­ 
ing car on the Northern Pacific rail­ 
road, seven miles east of Brainerd, 
caused by a broken rail, on the morn­ 
ing of January 15th, 1892, and that no 
blame is attached to tho railroad com­ 
pany or any of its employes.”

When stock is changed from pasture 
to the barns, it is necessary that they 
receive extra care. Passing from Hie 
free and pure air with plenty of light 
at all times, to barns, which at best are 
not perfectly ventilated and lighted, is 
a change which cannot always be 
made even by the strongest and most 
healthy animals without deleterious 
effect. Then again, feed and water, 
which previous to this transfer has 
been accessible at all times, is now al­ 
lot ed at regular intervals. 
This is 
especially true with regard to the wa­ 
ter, and we often see instances where 
stock is only watered once or at most 
twice daily. 
I'nder such conditions 
horses take large quantities of cold 
waler and on cold days they become 
thoroughly chilled. ’Phis practice is 
not only cruel, but it is far from eco­ 
nomical. 
Animals thus treated re­ 
quire more feed than if given proper 
attention. 
They do not Ihrive near­ 
ly so well as if allowed to drink when 
inclined, or at least three times per 
day.

No Blame Attached to the Karl road

Injured will all Recover. 
The terrible wreck of a week Ago 
this morning is still fresh in the minds 
of many people, especially thoee who 
were occupants of the car which was 
overturned on that fatal occasion. 
The remains of Mrs. Edward Andrews 
were taken to Mankato, and from there 
to St. Peter and buried at Greenwood 
Cemetery on Wednesday morning. 
Those of the other victim, Mias Lillie 
Wallace, were sent to Minneapolis for 
interment. The fate of both ladies 
was a horrible one to contemplate, but 
there is a peculiar sadness in regard 
to the death of Miss Wallace that 
caused many a tear to come unbidden. 
She was the seventeen year-old daugh­ 
ter of a widowed mother, a beautiful 
young woman and the main support 
of her mother’s family, there being 
two younger children. Her mother 
was in straightened circumstances and 
in poor health, and while tb&voung 
woman was receiving but $5 per woek 
salary, as maid for the unfortunate 
lady with whom she met her death, 
she managed to send home thA greater 
part of this amount to keep the family 
from want, she, herself, going without 
the necessaries of life to do so. The 
day before the fatal accident occurred 
she had written her mother that she 
expected to be able to send $5 as soon 
as she reached Grand Forks with 
which to buy coal, and while the 
mother looked for the remittance that 
was actually necessary to keep the 
little home warm, came the cruel 
news that her daughter had been 
burned to death in the railroad dis­ 
aster. The shock was so great that 
her mother’s life was despaired of. 
Kind friends, when they learned the 
state of affairs, lent willinghandsand 
a subscription of several hundred 
dollars was raised for the destitute 
family, but while the necessaries of 
life were supplied and provisions 
made for the future, no earthly hand 
could 
that met bar’s aching 
heart. 
Many of those who were injured in 
the wreck have so far recovered an to 
be about the hotel lobby and even out 
of doors. Mr. Ed. Andrews, the een- 
tleman whose wife was killed, and who 
was so prestrated as to be unable to 
accompany the remains to their last 
resting place, was out yesterday. Miss 
Joy, the most severely burned of any 
of the survivors, is still quite ill, but 
we are informed by her physician that 
she will recover. 
Lnckify none of 
those seriously injured were burned 
about the face, and few received their 
injuries when the car overturned. 
It is now generally accepted that 
the two unfortunate ladies who were 
cremated, never knew tfie horrible 
agomee of death that they would have 
experienced had they been conscious 
of what was going on about them. It 
is thought that they were either 
stunned or killed when the car turned 
over, as their bodies lay side by side 
and parts of the covering of the bed 
was wrapped around both of them 
when their remains were taken from 
beneath the wreck on Friday morn- 
mg. 
Mr. Andrews says the railroad com­ 
pany has done everythingin its power 
to make the members of the troupe 
comfortable, and he has but the kind­ 
liest feeling and words for them and 
their agents. General Claim Agent 
Ford arrived on Saturday last and 
has settled the personal damages with 
many of them, although some of the 
more seriously injured are not dis­ 
posed to settle until they see what the 
outcome will be, and it is probable 
that the matter will cost the railroad 
company a very considerable sum. 
Very liberal settlements have been 
made with those who felt so disposed, 
as high as 1250 and $300 being paid 
to some. 
Besides this the railroad company 
completely re clothed the troupe, ex­ 
pending probably $2,000 in doing so. 
They wore allowed to purchase what 
suited them, the gents’ underwear, 
shoes and hats being bought at Geo. 
N. Day’s, suits at Campbell & Smith’s, 
and overcoats at K. M. Westfall’s, 
while the ladies’ wants were supplied 
at Cohen’s. 
The railroad company 
pays ail hotel bills until the troupe is 
re-organized, which we are informed 
will be as soon as possible under the 
circumstances, and in all probability 
in this city. 
In that case the opening 
play will take place here, and it goes 
without saying that the opera house 
would not have seating capacity to 
accommodate thoee who would desire 
to attend. 
A coroner’s inquest was heid over 
the remains of Mrs. Andrews and Miss 
Wallace on Saturday afternoon, at 
which time the following verdict was 
rendered: 
“We, the jury, from the facts pre­

Bearvant has been indicted for his crime, 
and his tria l will probably develop the 
true facts of th e shooting, bu t th e circum­ 
stances under which the younger C hap­ 
man was m arried are w orthy of note.

d e ra ’s company. T here he m et Lora Rapp, 
a com jiaratlve stage novice, who had been 
generally known in C incinnati as a choir 
singer and afterw ard as “the pretty cigar 
g irl’’ of one of the hotel stands.

recent investigations it seems prob­ 
able th at we m ay owe our possession 
of the gem that has in every age daz­ 
zled the im agination more than any 
oilier, the diam ond, to the productive 
energy of volcanoes. 
But another and far more useful 
gift has of late been «scril>eil to the 
agency of volcanic action, and that is 
petroleum. 
The origin of the vast supplies of 
mineral oil that exist in various parts 
of the world has alw ays lieen more or 
less of a m ystery to geologists,

Professor Nothnagel, of Vienna, a 
great medical authority, delivered a 
lecture the other evening before the 
university upon the present epidemic 
of influenza, says the New York Post. 
He traced the disease back to the 
ninth century, and declared th at its 
habit is to recur for three or four 
years, with varying intensity, and 
then die out for twenty years. 
He ex­ 
pressed a belief, founded on experi­ 
ence, th a t those who have had the 
m alady once are not proof against it, 
• but are less open to infection.

specific 
remedy 
for 
the 
j disease, and, in spite of 
all asser- 
j tions to 
the con trary, 
it is still 
! a puzzle 
to 
tiie 
doctors, 
who 
! know only th a t it is m iasm atic, and 
probably contagious, 
The poison af­ 
fects the whole body, and there 
are 
three kinds of influenza—nervous, gas­ 
tric and catarrh al. 
There are also 
two sorts o« consequent pneumonia— 
bronchial pneumonia, the less danger­ 
ous and the real influenza pneumonia, 
which usually attack s the heart. The 
professor uttered an em phatic warn­ 
ing against the use of antipyrine and 
antifebrine, but said th a t as influenza 
pneumonia usually affects the cardiac 
mustde, it is desirable to employ stim ­ 
ulants, as, for instance, digitalis wine, 
cognac, arrac, subcutaneous inject ions 
of cam phor, and, in some cases, baths.

W as it Esculapius who said, when 
facts and his theoiies did not harm on­ 
ize, “ So much the worse for the facts?” 
W hoever he was, he voiced what is 
sometimes—though much less 
now 
than formerly—the attitude of men of 
science in our days. 
They are not 
willing to adm it the soundness of ob­ 
servations which are at odds with the 
theories they have adopted, as the 
result of a priori reasoning or of limit­ 
ed experiments. 
An example of this is furnished by 
th at really able agricultural chemist, 
M. Yille, who has written much, and 
to a large extent wisely, on thesubject 
of chemistry and its relation to the 
fanning industry. 
But, as “ Homer 
sometimes nods,” so M. Yille occasion­ 
ally allow s*his hobby to run away 
with liim, and puts forth theories 
which can only be fitly characterized 
as nonsense. 
In a recent series of lectures, three 
in number, which have been tran slat­ 
ed and published in England under 
the title “The Perplexed F arm er,” lie 
makes some statem ents well calculated 
to increase the perplexity of the farm ­ 
er, but hardly lo aid him in solving 
the difficult problems to which these 
statem ents relate, 
lie expresses for 
example, the deepest contem pt for 
farm yard manure as food for crops. 
If lie had said so me farm yard manure, 
and taken pains to describe th at kind 
from which all or nearly all value had 
been extracted by the action of the 
elements, every one 
would readily 
agree with him, for the stuff which 
some farmers draw out upon their 
fields is the mere ghost of the manure 
pile. 
But his sweeping assertion is 
contradicted by the 
experience of 
every farm er. Well m ade manure, the 
product of well fed cattle, unquestion­ 
ably combines the elements of a j»er- 
nmnent fertilizer in a high degree, and 
in a form happily adapted to the pro­ 
duction of good crops and the better­ 
ment of the ami. 
The application of 
commercial 
fertilizers, 
whether 
in 
connection with barnyard 
m a­ 
nure 
or 
not, 
is 
often 
of 
the 
greatest benefit in the production of a 
single crop; and sometimes, as in the 
application of the crude South Caro­ 
lina rock, the benefit may be felt for a 
series of years. 
But it is absurd, be­ 
cause this is true, to set aside as base­ 
less the time-honored and well-attest­ 
ed prejudice in favor of good barn­ 
yard manure as the farm er’s main 
reliance for making crops. 
Nevertheless, making all allowance 
for such errors as this, M. Yille has 
much to say of value with regard to 
the use of various chemical agents in 
agriculture. 
It was he 
who 
first 
pointed out the im portant fact, now 
generally adm itted, that certain plants 
have the power to absorb nitrogen 
from the atm osphere. 
And in the lec­ 
tures refeired to above he gives much 
valuable information with regard to 
the elements of fertility, and ]»oint8 
out which of them are to be found in 
sufficient 
abundance 
in 
all 
soils 
worthy of cultivation and which need 
to be supplied in order to secure prof­ 
itable crops. 


Hiring H elp 
As with much other work on the 
farm it will, in a m ajority of cases, be 
found the best plan to hire whatever 
help is needed in good season. 
Good 
help is invariably the cheapest and 
this cannot always be picked up read­ 
ily w hen wanted. 
By hit ing in good 
season in many cases a l*etter oppor­ 
tunity is afforded of securing reliable 
help than to wait until the season for 
work is fairiy opened and then be 
obliged to take any th at conies along. 
In hiring help it is best to make an 
agreement, whether it is for a week, a 
m onth, six m ouths, or a year. 
A ver­ 
bal agreement will stand provided it 
can be proved, but in m anyca-es con­ 
siderable trouble would lie saved if tin* 
agreement 
was 
reduced to writing 
and 
signed 
by 
both 
parties. 
An agreement to work six months 
for 
$ 1 0 0 is 
not 
by any 
means 
nn agreement to pay or receive six­ 
teen and two-t birds dollars per month, 
and if the employe is of age and makes 
this kind of a con tract, if he quits 
work without a reasonable cause, 
the 
employer 
could 
not he com ­ 
pelled to pay until the time is com plet­ 
ed. 
When the 
agreement 
is made 
with a minor, however, lie can secure 
what the jury would consider a reason­ 
able com pensation foi the time work­ 
ed. 
Disobeying orders, immoral conduct, 
wanton destruction of property, neg­ 
lect of work, inconqietew y, using in­ 
sulting language, 
are all 
sufficient 
cause for 
an employer discharging 
an employe even when the agreement 
is 
made to 
work 
for 
a 
certain 
length ot time, 
if, on the other hand, 
the help is compelled to work a t un­ 
reasonable hours, or is abused in any 
way, he is w arranted in leaving and 
can collect 
his 
wages 
up to 
the 
time he quits work. 
Having good cause to discharge a 
hand, or to quit work on the p art of 
the employe and not taking advan­ 
tage of it a t the time, is condoning it 
and cannot be made the case subse­ 
quently. 
By having a clear understanding at 
the sta rt as to what is to be done on 
both sides, much trouble in the future 
can lie avoided. 
A good hand is en­ 
titled to fair pay and good treatm ent, 
and a poor band is undesirable to say 
the least. In nearly all cases 1 he good 
hand is more profitable at good wages 
than the poor hand 
a t 
very 
low 
wages.—N. J. S., in Prairie Farm er. 


E n s i l a a e N o t S a f e fo r H o r s e s . 


In reply to a question forwarded to 
me by you, regarding grounds for my 
conclusions th at ensilage 
is not safe 
feed for horses and mules: 
In February, 1 881, I had a quanti­ 
ty of cured cornstalks from which 
horses and mules in a yard had been 
fed for two months. 
The fodder was 
well cured and the anim als were thrifty. 
But in 
feeding large stalks whole 
there was necessarily waste. 
In my 
absence my foreman undertook to 
save hay by feeding the corn fodder to 
six mules and a horse in the stables— 
some of it was cut in the ensilage cutter, 
set to cut XA inch, and was substitut­ 
ed for hay m tne mangers. 
After a 
day or t wo the anim als were ailing,the 
sym ptom s being inability to swallow, 
and great thirst. In about a week from 
the first feeding the seven were dead. 
Thinking it might be someepidemic,lie 
notified the S tate Commissioners of 
Diseases of Domestic Animals. 
They 
cam e 
with their veterinarian, and 
held a post m ortem . 
They found 
some inflammation in stom ach and 
intestines, blit could find no evidence 
of epidemic or poison; thought the 
food might be the cause, but reached 
no positive conclusion. 
In the fall of 
th a t year, having good ensilage, upon 
which the cattle were thriving, I fed 
some to a brood m are and weanling 
colt, giving them all they would eat. 
A 
few days 
afterward both 
died, 
exhibiting precisely the sam e sym p­ 
tom s as had the mules and horse; 
other horses and mules, a t 1 he same 
stable, fed on ensilage, remaining per­ 
fectly healthy. 
P u tt ing together these 
two sequences I judged them to be 
consequences; hence concluded that 
cut cornstalks were not a safe fodder 
for horses and mules.—A. J. Coe in 
Country Gentleman. 


A R a t - P r o o f C o rn -C r ib . 
It is usually considered a saving to 


crib corn in the shuck, as the shuck Is 
considered a preventive of the rnlds of 
weevil and' ra ts; besides the 
shuck 
keeps the grain cleaner and nicer. The 
corn can then be shucked on rainy 
days or when the farmer can do noth­ 
ing else. 
Every farmer should 
have a rat- 
proof crib, one removed from other 
buildings, trees, etc., and set on pillars 
3 feet high, with inverted tin or sheet 
iron pans on their tops as a cap. 
If 
a ladder is used in place of steps, and 
always taken down when not in use, 
and if nothing 
is leaned up against 
the crib, not a ra t oi even a mouse 
will get into such a crib unless carried 
in in old sacks or baskets. 
It is such 
an easy m atter to have such a crib 
we are surprised that one is not to be 
found on every farm in the country. 
F o r the 
protection 
of 
the corn 
against weevil and other insects it is 
a good plan to put some bisulphide of 
carbon, one ounce, here and there in 
the crib of corn as it is put in. A layer 
of bisulphide should be put in for ev­ 
ery layer of corn three feet deep. 
In 
using the bisulphide be sure to have 
no fire about the crib—not even a 
pipe. 
In ten days the bisulphide will 
all have escaped And there will he no 
increased danger from fire. 
The very 
unpleasant odor will soon be gone 
and not the slightest injury will have 
been done the corn. 
Nothing more 
destructive to insects can l*e used 
than 
the 
bisulphide, 
and 
i*s 
use 
should be extended.—Farm ers’ Home 
Journal. * 


S i z e o f I c e - H o u s e s . 
The proper size of an ice house de- 
pends upon the am ount of ice tliAt 
will be required, says an Eastern pa­ 
per. 
Ice will measure about 40 cubic 
feet to the ton, and 10 tons would be 
a liberal supply for family use. 
This 
would be equivalent to a pile 8 feet 
long, 8 feet wide and 
feet high. 
If 
we allow two feet on all sides for pack­ 
ing space, the building to hold this 
am ount 
in 
the form above given 
would need to be I 2 x 1 2 feet with liinc- 
foot posts. A door in tiie gable would 
be needed for putting in the top layers 
and taking out ice early in the sea­ 
son. 
As cheap and 
good 
a 
way 
for a cheap building would 
be to 
set. posts in t i*e ground, three on a 
side (except the end where tho doors 
are), 
with 
2 x4 
for 
plate 
and 
middle and bottom girts, and board 
up, down and bath n, banking up a t 
the bottom to exclude air. 
The roof 
should project considerably on all 
sides, so as to shade the sides, and if 
it could be built under the shade of 
trees it would be all the better. When 
expense is no object, and a permanent 
structure is desired, a brick or stone 
foundation should be put in on which 
to lay the sills, which 
should 
be 
bedded in m ortar, and double walls 
can be made by using 2 x8 or 2 x 1 2 for 
studding, and filling the spate bet ween 
the outside and inside boarding. 
Ice 
should be cut and put up only in 
freezing weather. 
If cut and handled 
when the tem perature is above freez­ 
ing. the blocks splinter and crack, and 
its keeping qualities are considerably 
injured. 


W h e n Is t h e Milk Fit for U s e 
A variety of opinions and notions j 
are entertained, regarding the u*e of j 
tiie rniik for 
culinary purposes, or 
for drinking th a t from the m-wly- 
calved cows, says tho Indiana F a rm ­ 
er. 
No established ruleseems to be in 
force, and the interval between calv­ 
ing and using the milk varies from 
three 
milkings to 
nine days, 
each 
dairym an 
having a 
theory of his 
own to determine the tune required 
before tho milk is “good.” 
On ac­ 
count of these ideas, and in absence 
of positive proof, ami the knowledge 
of how to do it, n great deal of profit­ 
able milk is sacrificed or thrown away 
under the supposition th at it is not 
healthy and is unfitted for human 
food. 
A simple way to settle the 
question and dispel all doubts is to 
place a small quantity of milk in a 
vessel 
upon the stove, allow it to 
come to a boil, and if no appearance 
of curdling is present, the milk is all 
right. H eat at boiling point produce* 
the change th a t makes visible to the 
eye the condition when it is proper to 
use the milk, and in no other way— 
except by the more difficult pro* ess of 
analysis, or by guess—can this be as­ 
certained. 
It will be found generally, 
if no Other conditions are normal, and 
the 
milk is from a cow in perfect 
health—th at curdling, under the tre a t­ 
ment described, will disappear after 
tlie? third or fourth milking from tlie 
time the calf was dropped, nnd when 
tins occurs the milk m ay, with entire 
confidence, be utilized in any way de­ 
sired.—Farm ers’ Review. 


T h e H o m e N u r s e r y , 
The m atter of starting a little home 


nursery, it seems, is simple enough. 
Prepare a long and narrow piece of 
good loam, free from stones and rub­ 
bish, in the sam e way as yon would 
for planting carro ts or any ordinary 
garden crop, although it is not neces­ 
sary to make it so rich. 
Mark out 
furrows four feet apart and sow seed 
of the fruit trees desired—apple, pear, 
plum, j leaches, etc.—preterable in fall, 
and just as soon as the seed is gath­ 
ered. 
Plant and cover in sam e way 
as you would garden seeds of same 
size respectively, and when the trees 
begin 
to grow in season following, 
cultivate and keep clean from weeds; 
also thin where necessary. 
A little 
home 
nursery of this kind, even if 
consisting 
of 
only a few hundred 
trees, will be a m ost useful thing on 
any place, large or small. 
It will give 
the boys a chance to learn and prac­ 
tice budding and grafting and to be­ 
come interested in horticultural pur­ 
suits. 
It will stim ulate tree planting 
nnd result in a better home supply of 
good 
fruits, 
not to speak of the 
chance of “turning an honest penny” 
by the sale of some of your surplus 
to neighbors.—From Popular Garden­ 
ing.

An experiment, the details of which 
are set forth in bulletin 14, of the 
Iowa experiment station, was under­ 
taken to determine the ration which 
will m ost cheaply produce pork.

registered 
Poland-China 
sow 
two 
years old, having four pigs three days 
old, was selected, weighed and the in­ 
crease of weight of dam and pigs re­ 
corded from 1 ime to time. 
The food 
consisted for the m ost p art of shelled 
and ear corn soaked, supplemented 
by a m ixture of ground barley, oil 
meal, corn and cob meal, and bran 
soaked for 3 6 hours before feeding. 
The am ount of food consumed in the 
152 days of the experiment was 35.7 
bushels—reducing the supplementary 
foods to corn on a money basis—and 
this am ount of food produced 026% 
pounds live weight, or 17.3 pounds of 
growth for each bushel or corn and 
equivalent. 
From this it 
appears, 
th a t we can 
approxim ate 
$L per 
bushel for corn when pork is 5% cents 
per pound; th at the 
dam 
can he 
made to increase in flesh during the 
suckling period; and that the proper 
balancing of the ration is necessary to 
secure these results.

wrinkles, those formidable enemies of 
beauty, are caused by the depression 
of the muscle, it is equally true th at, 
other things being equal, those who 
understand eating are com paratively 
four years younger than those igno­ 
ran t of th at science. 
Painters and

Not one speck of dir t is al­ 
lowed to] soil a building and every 
street is so thoroughly washed and 
swept th a t one hesitates to walk too 
carelessly on them. 
Every morning 
from 8 to 9 :3 0 o ’clock the servants 
are seen engaged in a general s rub­ 
bing and cleaning operation. 
They scrub the doors, the porches, 
tlie front steps, the front woodwork 
and wash tin sidewalks. 
Companies 
engage to wash windows by the month 
and their men are seen with for* e 
pumps all over the cities washing tin 
panes and giving the front of each 
fionsea thorough shower batn; this 
is not ]*eiiodical, but ii is done exery 
morning, and not at an occasional 
bouse, but 
everywhere. 
Xnd then 
you ought to see a Dutch kitchen! 
This is a genuine treat. 
I w as enabled 
to see several; not in homes of wealthy, 
but in ordinary dwellings. 
The floor is pa veil with stone, m ar­ 
ble or granite, and is so clean th at 
you could eat your meals off of it 
with a relish. 
The walls are covered 
with snow-white tiling, which shines 
like lamp reflections. 
The ceiling is 
hard wood, painted nnd varnished, 
and it is as lustrous in its way as the 
walls. 
'l*li#stove is generally in a* re­ 
cess. 
La*e or snow-wlfite linen is 
hung from this alcove. 
Imagine it, a 
kitchen stove behind lace or linen 
lambrequins. 
The kitchen utensils 
are in pantries which have hangings 
of near stuff of different sorts; the 
sinks, brasses, cooks, in fact all the 
m etal work th at is visible, is so pol­ 
ished that it glows like burnished 
steel. 
One enjoys a meal prepared in such 
a kitchen. 
Such habits of course pro­ 
duce thrift. 
A lady told me she paid 
her cook ten florins. $4, a month, and

careful cleansing the odor w’as the 
perfume of hay, and not a suggestion 
of >table smell could he detected.—

Kind T r e a t m e n t of A nim als. 
When stock is changed from pasture 
to the barns, it is necessary th at they 
receive e x tra care. Passing from the 
free and pure air with plenty of light 
a t nil times, to barns, which a t best are 
not perfectly ventilated and lighted, is 
a change which cannot always be 
made even by the strongest nnd most 
healthy anim als without 
deleterious 
effect. 
Then again, feed and water, 
which previous to this transfer has 
been accessible a t all times, is now al- 
loted a t regular intervals. 
This is 
especially true with regard to the wa­ 
ter, and we often see instances where 
stork is only watered once or at most 
twice daily, 
Fnder such conditions 
horses take large quantities of cold 
water and on cold days they become 
thoroughly chilled. 
This practice is 
not on!j* cruel, but it is far from eco­ 
nomical. 
Animals thus treated 
re­ 
quire more teed than if given proper 
attention. 
They do not thrive near­ 
ly so well as if allowed to drink when 
inclined, or a t least three times per 
day.

B loody Record. 
“The Sims gang is wiped out.” Such is 
the tenor of the latest dispatches from 
Choctaw county, Ala., and the adjacent 
section of Mississippi. 
All are gone, the 
details ruu: Four or five were shot dead, 
nine or ten were hanged, including by on# 
account Laura and Beatrice, daughters of 
Bob Sims, and all of Bob's sons and broth 
ers, and a few others “disappeared” in 
ways not related. Take it all in all, it is 
the m ost dram atic, horrible, incredible, 
end altogether unexplainable of recent 
American tragedies. 
it began soon after the civil w ar w ith 
the expulsion of old Bob Sims, a brave vet­ 
eran of the Confederate army, from 
# 
M ethodist church for general recJd*r>gne^s 
of speech and demeanor. 
wax R 
and m uscular b a c k w ^ d s u ^ '^ Hn 
han 
reared no one knc»ws hov, « it b a deal of 
native shrewdness sa d a w onderful “gift 
of gab,” but of a wild, unbalanced intellect. 
H e preached a co m i^ Qnd of Mormonism. 
com munism and anarchism, and soon had 
some sixty f uowers—a terror to the whole 
i)i 
* . who offended him had to suffer. 
He 
cut out the tongues of cattle, cut off their 
hoofs, shot horses and avenged himself in 
many 
other 
ways. He 
m anufactured 
moonshine whisky and so the federal au 
thorities got after him. 
His gang rose on 
the officers, killed one and badly wounded 
another, but one of the Simses was killed 
in the fray. 
The daughters, Laura anil 
Beatrice, went to the governor and tried to 
m ake term s for their father, but threatened 
vengeance on all their enemies. The cul 
urination came one night when several 
neighbors were gathered at McMillan s 
house and store. 
The Simses w ent w ith a wild band of 
fanatics, set the house on fire by throw ing 
burning balls of cotton and turpentine, 
and as the inm ates fled for their lives men, 
women and children were indiscrim inately 
shot down. 
The details are horrible. John 
McMillan leaped the fence w ith a child in 
his arms anti was shot through the body. 
Old John Kennedy, w ith his grandchild in 
his arms, reached the woods and there was 
shot through the heart. Josephine McMil­ 
lan, with a baby brother in her arm s, was 
shot down in the road and beat the grass 
and weeds around her in her death strug 
gles, while the baby lay screaming by with 
three buckshot in his leg. A ll around the 
burning building m urder was in progress, 
murder such as only savage Indians have 
here toft) re doue in America, and all this 
time tAe Sims gang yelled and blasphemed 
in lanfjuage too horrible for publication.

LAURA AND BEATRICE SIMS. 
Three were shot dead and m any badly 
wounded, including Miss Belle McKenzie. 
A child of 
seven 
years, but slightly 
wounded, was throw n into the flames and 
literally roasted to death. The people rose 
as one man and besieged the cabin of Bob 
Sims. 
He and his gang defended it w ith 
Spartan heroism, shouting defiance, sing 
ing their peculiar songs and even playing 
the flute in the intervals of the battle. 
A 
six-pounder cannon was brought, however, 
and they had to yield; and then the hang 
ing followed. 
Bob Sims, W ill Savage and 
Tyree Savage were hanged first, on the 
same oak tree, w ith the rope from Neil 
Sim s’ well. Then a general h u n t for the 
others began. 
Neil Sims, a negro outlaw named Hur- 
ton and a few others had got into the 
woods, but a few were captured. The de­ 
tails are not given—they “disappeared.” 
Then a neighbor who had witnessed the 
night attack a t McMillan’s made oath that 
he had seen L aura and Beatrice Sims in the 
attacking party cheering on the men, and 
their fate was sealed. Lynching of women 
is such a revolting m atter th a t a denial 
has been published, and it is even claimed 
now that one of the Sims men, Bob’s broth- 
ft-n V eil M e in e d .
